ABLATIVES INDICTED 


Accused of the Murder of Mist 
Elisabeth Gillespie at Ris­ 
ing Sun, Ind. 


Rising Sun, Ind., Dec. 22,-In its report 
of * the investigation of the assassination 
of Miss Elizabeth Gillespie Dec. 8 the 
grand jury this afternoon returned true 
bills charging murder In the first degree 
against James Gillespie, twin brother of 
the murdered woman; Belle Seward, her 
widowed sister; Mrs. Çarrle Barbour and 
Myron Barbour, her husband. Mrs. Bar­ 
bour is a sister-in-law of Dr. William Gil­ 
lespie, brother of the murdered woman. 
Bench warrants were issued immediately. 
The Gillespies were expecting arrest and 
Dr. Gillespie drove to the home of the ac­ 
cused and brought them to the court 
house, surrendering all to the court. 
A 
newspaper photographer 
attempted to 
take a snap shot of the party and was 
struck by James Gillespie, who broke 
away from Sheriff Rump and knocked the 
camera from the hands of the newspaper 
man. 


The four indictments were read to the 
accused. 
They showed no emotion with 
the exception of Myron Barbour. A con­ 
spiracy among members of the murdered 
woman’s own family to kill 
her is 
charged. James Gillespie, «her twin broth- 
er, is the one who is charged as principal, 
although all are charged with murder in 
the first degree. Each entered a plea of 
not guilty. The two women were release^ 
on $10,000 bail each. James Gillespie and 
Myron Barbour were refused bail and were 
remanded to jail.

IS QRAVER 


WAR BETWEEN RUSSIA AND 
JAPAN IMMINENT 


Pacifif<5 Solution of Question at 
StakeMay beEffected Ü Russia 
Quickly Reconsiders Her Lait 
Reply to «Tapan. 


Tokio, Dec. 22.—It is asserted in official 
circles here the Japanese reply to Russia 
rejects the fundamental points at issue, 
which are understood to include mutual 
guarantee for the presrevation of China’s 
Corean sovereignty while securing their 
individual 
interest. ' The 
situation 
is 
graver than since the commencement of 
negotiations, but still susceptible of pacific 
solution if Russia quickly reconsiders her 
reply. 


W ar preparations continue apace. Trans­ 
ports and warships can ail at five min­ 
utes’ notice. Popular sentiment and the 
press are eagerly urging the government 
to set a limit to “Russian tactics of ag­ 
gression and insolent negligence.” 


Paris, Dec. 22.—Confirmation was ob­ 
tained in all official source? to day of re­ 
ports that Foreign Secretary Lansdowne 
arid Foreign Minister Delcasse have with- 
ing the last few days made strong repre­ 
sentations a t Tokio with a view of avoid­ 
ing a crisis between Russia and Japan. 
There is reason to believe these represen­ 
tations coming at a critical moment when 
Japan's reply was being handed to the 
Russian minister exercised a powerful re­ 
straining influence. This is especially true 
of Lansdowne, owing to . Great Britain 
being an ally of Japan. The term s of the 
Japanese answer are not yet known here, 
but owing to action taken by G reat Brit­ 
ain and France, officials here are confi­ 
dent her answer permits of continuance 
of diplomatic negotiations toward securing 
common grounds for an agreement.

He found 
the date pairns growing luxuriantly in 
an oasis there and reported to tbe de­ 
partment that in bis opinion the trees 
could be grown in this country. A year 
later be brought to this country 400 
of the young trees.', which were trans­ 
planted in Arizona, where they are 
flourishing. .The first fruit from them 
has been received at the department.
